The budget 
increase, about $1 million to 
a total of $5.6 million, would 
be possible due to increased 
federal and state financing, 
he said.

Council supports Turner 


recommendation

ALBANY — A new ordi- 
nance strengthening the 
city administrator’s posi- 
tion — urged by James 
Turner in his resignation 
letter — appears to be fa- 
vored by the entire city 
council. 

At the same time, the 
council’s majority mem- 
bers are urging top speed in 
moving ahead with obtain- 
ing a new administrator re- 

lacing Turner who was 
orced to resign. 

And they are denying re- 
current rumors that the 
next city administrator will 
be Richard Clark, former 
councilman and mayor who 
quit in order to retain his 
BART director post. 

“T have no one in mind,” 
Mayor Joyce Jackson said 
at Monday night’s council 
meeting. ; 

The council’s future adop- 
tion of a new law will be an 


admission that Turner has , 


been hampered for many 
years by the existing ordi- 
nance which does not allow 
him to take the initiative in 
hiring, disciplining and re- 
moving city employes. 

However, the council’s 
eagerness to grant addi- 
tional powers to the future 
city administrator is not 
aimed at helping Turner 
who will be gone June 30 or 
soon afterwards. 

They have been told by 
Turner and the League of 
California Cities’ represen- 
tative Wes McClure that few 
qualified persons would be 
interested in-the post while 
it is the “weakest” city ad- 
ministratorship in Califor- 
nia, vacant because of the 
predecessor’s forced resig- 
nation. 2 

During a ee, last 
night, McClure explained 
the new proposals, which 
Turner assured the council 
would remedy the long- 
standing problem. 

The council members 
seemed to prefer the por- 
tions which allow the city 
administrator to ‘appoint, 
suspend, discipline and/or 
remove’’ all city employes, 
except that appointment 
and removal of department

heads would require ‘‘con- 
sent’’ of the city council. 

Of course, none of this 
applies, to elected depart- 
ment heads, such as police 
chief, city attorney and city 
treasurer. 

The existing law denies 
the city administrator any 


right to take the initiative, , 


allowing him to act only 
“when directed’ by the 
council. 

McClure also recom- 
mended a 90-day period 
after each city council elec- 
tion when the administrator 
could be removed only by 
unanimous vote, insurin 
“greater stability.’’ An 
severance would be accom- 


Call loses 
appeal of 
conviction 


SAN FRANCISCO — The 
Alameda Superior Court 
conviction of former Albany 
City Councilman Hubert 
(Red) Call on charges of at- 
tempted receipt of stolen 
property has been upheld by 
the Court of Appeal, First 
abeeiae District. 

he decision of the judges 
was unanimous. 

Call, who is represented 
by attorney James MacIn- 
nis of San Francisco, said he 

lans to appeal the decision 
o the California Supreme 
Court. 

Call was convicted March 
5 in an Oakland courtroom 
by an all-woman jury of two 
counts of the felony charges. 

He was sentenced to from 
one to five years in state 
prison and fined $5,000, Cur- 
rently, he is free under 
$10,000 bail pending exhaus- 
tion of appeal procedures. 

The charges stemmed 
from his making purchases 
of jewelry from an under- 
cover agent after the law- 
man told him the goods 
“were ripped off in the LA 
area.” 

Call was a member of the 
city council at the time. 

He is an owner of Call 
Bros. Jewelers in Albany.

W any confusion by quoting 


from the Elections and Gov- 
ernment codes. { 

Elections Code, Section 
27300, was cited as follows: 
“The clerk, or in the case 


of the recall of a State of- 
ficer, the Secretary of State, 
shall preserve in his office 
all recall petitions filed for 
eight months after the cer- 
tification of the results of the 
election for which the peti- 
tion qualified, or if no elec- 
tion is held, eight months 
after the clerk’s final 
examination of the petition. 

“Public access to any 
such petition shall be re- 
stricted in accordance with 
provisions of Section 6253.5 


of the Government Code.” 


Section 6253.5 of the Gov- 
ernment Code was quoted as 
follows: 


“Notwithstanding the 
provisions of sections 6252 
and 6253, statewide, county, 
city and district initiative, 
referendum, and recall peti- 
tions, and all memoranda 
prepared by the county 
Stork in the examination of 
such petitions indicating 
which registered voters 


have signed particular peti- 
tions shall not be deemed to 
be public records and shall 
not be open to inspection ex- 
cept by the public officer or 
palie employees who have 
the duty of receiving, exa- 
mining or preserving such 
petitions or who are respon- 
sible for the preparation of 
such memoranda.” ° 

Mrs. Dempster said the 
above documents are avail- 
able for inspection in her 
office at any time.

I had to 
change to become more 
open-minded. I had to look 
at things in a different way 
and this has been wonderful 
for me.” 

Kathy said she felt con- 
fused at first because she 
didn’t know what to expect 
from different situations. ‘‘I 
learned to accept people for 
themselves. I also learned 
to see that things could get 
done in different ways. I 
learned patience.” 

The schools in Japan and 
America ee a con- 
trast noted by both girls. As 
Kathy said, ‘‘School was a 
real eye opener.’’ A formal 
guaosphere pervades the 
school setting in Japan. 
Class begins and ends with 
students bowing to the 
teacher. 

Students wear uniforms, 
and there are many more 
pois in a classroom. The 

asic subjects are taught, 
and American classes like 
band and: print shop are 
clubs. Classes are held 
weekdays plus a half day on 
Saturday. Five pairs of

Keiko felt that, in Japan, 
pupils must ‘‘study, study, 
study”’, but Kathy said her 
Japanese ‘‘sister’’ spent 
about the same amount of 
time as many Albany stu- 
dents do. 

Fish and rice are staples 
in the JapaneSe diet. Beef is 
very expensive in Japan, 
and both girls. enjoy its 


abundance here. Keiko ex- 
pressed delight in the — 
American favorite, ice 
cream is really nice, so 
many flavors, it’s not ex- 
pensive, and so good.” 

Interestingly, each girl 
said she got more vegeta- 
bles in her home country, 
and each thought “junk” 
foods and fried foods were 
more readily available in 
the other’s country. 

Keiko was impressed with 
“the number of resident 
races in Albany and the Bay 
Area. Japan has many 
foreign travelers, but most 
residents are Japanese.” 

Kathy agreed, and said, 
“T really couldn’t go out 
without being noticed. 
People knew I was an 
American, and they would 
say how nice it would be to 
live in America, as though it 
were a life dream. Just 
being there, I really had the 
feeling of ‘I-am an Ameri- © 
can’. [had more of a sense of 
patriotism than ever before, 
and I stopped taking things

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Turner rejects attempts 
to keep him administrator

ALBANY — Cit : 
ministrator James Turner 
has spurned efforts to kee 
him in the post from whic! 
he has been fired. 

City councilman Robert 
Luoma last week put forth a 
motion, at the suggestion of 
the Albany Chamber of 
Commerce, that Turner be 
urged to reconsider his res- 

ignation which is effective 

une 30. 

Before Luoma’s motion 
could receive a second, 
Turner turned solemnly to 
the council and said: 

“Thave submitted my res- 
ignation and it has been dul 
aecepted by the city cath 
Now let's get on with city 
business.” 

The chamber sent a letter 
to the council calling 


Turner’s recent resigna- 
tion, which Mayor Joyce 
Jackson has conceded was 
requested, ‘‘a shock.” The 
letter, dated May 27, pointed 
to many projects which 
were implemented during 
Turner’s administration, 
and described Turner as 
“irreplaceable as far as Al- 
bany is concerned.” 

Dario Meniketti, a regu- 
lar council observer, ad- 
dressed the meeting and 
discounted the chamber’s 
contentions, saying that the 
projects mentioned were 
accomplished ‘‘through the 
hard work of citizens.” 

On a related issue, Janis 
Mulhall, a leader in the 
drive to recall fhe mayor 
and city council members 
Michael Gleason and Pat- 
rick Griffin, (the three in the 
majority who favored 


Turner’s dismissal), com- 
plained bitterly that she was 
mistreated and misin- 
formed by the city trea- 
surer’s office. 

The incident involved her 
application for atax exempt 
business license to solicit 
funds for the recall cam- 


paign. 

Ms. Mulhall said city tre- 
asurer Ellen Zapata last 
week told her she would 
have to, provide the names 
and addresses of all petition 
circulators, but that after 
considerable discussion and 
consulations with the city 
clerk, Ms. Zapata issued the 
license, with the names of 
funds solicitors only, but 
warned her it could be “‘re- 
voked any time.’’. She 
charged her civil rights had 
been violated. 

Ms. Zapata said there had 
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been a misunderstandin 
about the requirements 
disclosure under the city or- 
dinance which she said is in 
conflict with state election 
code. She denied using the 
word “revoke,’’ and said 
she issued the license as 
quickly as she could. 

Mayor Jackson said the 
incident, while unfortunate, 
MED not a violation of civil 

ights, but merely a matter 
A a misunderstanding 
which had been cleared wy 

The council, by 3-2 vo e 
(councilmen Luoma and 
Howell voting ‘‘no’’), voted 
to retain the firm of Korn- 
Ferry and Associates of San 
Francisco, an executive re- 
cruiter, to aid in the search 
for Turner’s successor. 

Councilman Howell com- 

gah that he was “‘not at 

he noon meeting when that 
was discussed,”’ suggesting 
that the council majority 
had met secretly, in viola- 
tion of the Brown Act, to 
choose an executive recrui- 
ter. 

After the council session, 
both Gleason and Mayor 
Jackson confirmed there 
was a meeting, but Gleason 
denied that ely business 
was conducted 

In other city business, the 
council: _ 


—Conducted a public 
ere on the Special Area 
Plan for a portion of Albany 
Hill, then referred the plan 
to the Planning and Zoning 
Commission for hearings on 
possible amendments to the 
ict plan. 


The committee which 
drafted the. plan told the 
8 council it had not meant the 
plan to result in amend- 
ments to the general plan, 
but rather as a means of 
implementing provisions of 
the plan. 


—Granted a tax exempt 
business license to Rev.

for raffle tickets. Council- 
man Luoma, Who voted 
HMM against the tax exempt 
status, warned that the ac- 
tivity could constitute 
gambling unless the tickets 
were available for free.

Seasonal ban 
on use of 
hunting dogs 


SACRAMENTO — The 
California Fish and Game 
Commission has announced 
that it intends to prohibit the 
use of dogs to pursue 
wildlife for up to five months 
during 1977-78 in major bear 
hunting areas of the state. 

Objective of the regula- 
tions, suggested by the De- 
partment of Fish and Game, 
is to help reduce the illegal 
take and harassment of 
black bear and other 
wildlife while continuing to 
permit raccoon hunting in 
many areas. 

Commissioners an- 
nounced their so-called 
“tentative approvals’ re- 
garding 1977-78 hunting and 
trapping regulations for 
mammals and furbearers in 
Redding recently following 
a hearing on recommenda- 
tions of the DFG, 
sportsmen’s organizations 
and other groups and indi- 
viduals. ° 

The commission will take 
final action on the regula- 
tions May 27 inSacramento. 
The new rules will go into 
effect July 1. 

The tentative regulations 
would prohibit the use of 
dogs for parsing wildlife 
from April 1 through Aug. 5 
in the early bear season 
area and from April 1 
through Aug. 31 in the late 
season area. Excepted 
would be the use of dogs in 
dog training and field trials,
